Rom which of the three 
Sons of Noah did the Ewu- 
ropeans proceed. 

Anf. There’s little Queftion. to be made, 
but that they came from Faphet, tho’ nei- 
ther perhaps from his firft Plantation, but 
fome after Colonies; nor are we to think 
the divifion of the Earth into four parts, of 
which Evrope’s one, was near fo ancient as 
this firft divifion thereof after the Flood, 
among the Sons of Noah 3 nor are we to find 
al! che Sons of Fapher among the Europsans, 
many of ’em being firft feated in Afiz. Now 
to difcover the Colonies, we mutt firft find 
the Original Seats, and there we are like to 
find the Sons, where we find the Father. 
Faphee himfelf, or 17 is a common 
Name in the Greek ftories, as one of the 
firft of men. Wealfofind ¥avax his Son, 
both in the jones, which are call'd Faones, 
by Homer, and exprefly faunas, or Fava- 
nas by Suidas, being the moft ancient of all 
Greeks, and in fanus the Founder of the /ta- 
lians ; part of whom, retain’d both the 
Name and Language of -Greece. Let's pro- 
ceed to Yavans Sons, who, as well as all 
the reft of his Fathers and Grand-father Fa- 
phets Stock were. to dwell in the Tems of 
Shem, or near his Portion. And they are 
four, as we find ‘em in the4Orh. of Genefis, 
(the antienteft piece of Geography in the 
World )} Their Names are Eusfha, Tarfhifh, 
Cittim, and Dodanim, which it's but reafon- 
able to think were Seated near their Father. 
Elifha the Eldeft is aflign'd to Achata and 
part of Peloponne/us —- whence fometimes all 
the Greeks are called Elenes, and many 
marks or footfteps of his Name, notwich- 
{tanding fo vaft a Tract of Time, flill re- 
main legible in that Countrey more chan 
others, as a great part of that Land called 
Ellas, the River Eiffvs or Wiffis, the Elyfian 
Fields, the Elew{mia Sacra, and Goddefs E- 
leufis, the City Flifus,in “rcadia, and Elis 
in Pel ponne/us, and e4elis 2 Colony of A- 
chaia. Yar{bifb the fecond Son was Seated 
in Cilicia, where was the famous City of 
Tarfus, a Colony of the Romans, the Birth- 
place of St. Past, and the Tarfoifh whither 


— 
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(sazette. 

Jonas fled from the prefence of the Lord, 
Tarfhifh being often nam’d in the Prophets, 
cogetlfer with Tire, to which this Tarfus is 2 
near Neighbour, and the whole Sea being 
alfocall'd Tarfhifh in the Sacred Writings, 
becaufe the Sons of Tarfhifh were Lords of it. 
The Cilicians being anciently famous at Sea, 
as well as the Syrians, and Phanicians : And 
here 7ofephus and moft of the ancients alfo, 
Originally place Tarfhifh. 

A third Son, was Cerh, or Citt?, whofe 
Children only we have Recorded, and called 
Cittim, which fhould be near Tarfhifh, both 
becaute Brothers, and generally nam’d toge- 
ther in the Script Ando thefeis fup- 
posd to have Caria, Lycia, and part 
Of Pampbilia, Jn which Tract is a Country 
call'd Cetis, by Peolomy, a people call'd Ceri: 
by Homer, and unlefs he’s miftaken, there’s 
a River Cerixs in the ame Quarter. 

The Dodanim come next, of the Plural 
number, as the Citte or Cittim. To whom 
are afign’d near their Brethren, the Coun. 
try of Epirus, and pare of Peloponnefus -—— for 
it’s the moft improbable thing that can be 
imagin’d, that by thefe fhould be meane the 
Rhodians,(o far ciftant from al! the other Sons 
of Yavan — The Reafon for which fome 
Authors hiave plarited”em here being only a 
miftake of the Jewith Scribe, who inflead 
of I Dalech, writ ™ Refh ( whofe forms are 
extreamly alike) in the Repetition of thefe 
Names in the Chronicles, which ‘miftake 
feems to be very’ancient, the feventy read.

mer are affign’d all the North-Eaft parts of 
Afia, as Phrygia, Pontus, Bythinia, and a 
great part of Galatia, the Inhabitants of 
which Countrey were call’d Gomerai, as Fo- 
fephus tells us, and Herodotus that here dwele 
of old the Cimmerii, which is not. avery di- 
ftant Corruption of that word, and Pliny 
{peaks of a Town in Troas called Cimmeris. 

This Gomer had three Sons, Afhkenaz, Ri- 
phath and Togarme. Afhkenaz feems to be 
Seated about Phrygia the lefs, or Troas, 
where the famous Troy or Iliwm, a8 wou'd 
perfwade feveral fair refemblances of his 
Name to be found there— Asa Counttey 
call’d 4skania, mention’d by Homer in thote 
parts, a River A/canivs, and feveral men of 
the fame Name. 

The fecond Son is Ripbath, who inhabited 
Pontus, Papblagonia, &c. Which People 7o- 
fepbws informs us were anciently call’d Ripha- 
thei, and Pliny here places the Réphai, and 
Arimphai. | 

The third is Togarma, who muft be near 

Gomer, being fo often nam’d with him — 
accordingly Yoféphus finds "em, in Phrygia the 
Greater, whofe Inhabitants were call’d T)- 
OY AMMCTICS. 
Thus have we difpofed of the two Sons 
of Faphet, whofe Children are recorded, the 
other five A4agog, and Madai, and 7 ubal, 
and Mefhech, and Tyras, not having theirs 
mentiond, for which reafon we can go but 
one ftep with them. 

For chefe three, Mefhech, Tubal and Ma- 
gog, they are ofteh nam’d either two of ’em, 
or all three together in. the Re ee 
and muft be all three in the,Nofth, becaufe 
Magog there, and the relt muft be found 
with him. To Aéefhech belongs’ Cappadocia, 
formerly call’'d Mefchini or Mofchi, “a Hino. 
rians witne(s, and the chief City “of. thae 
Region A¢azaca, even to the time of Tibezi- 
us, who chang’d it’s Name. His Néigh- 
bour Thubal had Albania, Iberia, &c. iA 
the S. E. of the Euxine Sea, the Inhabitants 
whereof were formerly call'd Thabeli, and 
Prolomy places the City Thabilaca in thefe 
Quarters. For the third A4agog, he muft 
be Father of thofe Scyshians, which are Ea/ 
and N. E. of the Exxine ( now the Euxro- 
pean Tartars ) for this very People ( as we 
have formerly noted in the Queftion of Gog 
and Magog,) having ina great Inroad they 
made into “fia taken the City of Hierapolis, 
and call’d it Scyrhopolss,after their own Name, 
the Syrians call’d it Magog ever after, to fig- 
nifie the fame thing in their own Language, 
as we learn from Pliny in his natural Hifto- 


ry. 
4 For the two other Sons, 4/¢dai and T1s- 
ras, there is Macedonia and Thracia left 
for them ; Macedonia for Madai, which was 
formerly eAmathia, e# or Ai, in Heb. 
fignifying Zerra, whence «'* of the Greeks, 
—and the Hebrew “ without a Dagefh is 
much the fame found with Th. as the. old 
Saxon, which is ftill written D. fo that 4i 
or Jiamarhia, is no more than the Land

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meat: 


Madai— And in the fame Tr2&, we read of 
a People call’d Medi, or Madi, and Ariftotle,. 
mentions 2#¢# #™ hereabouts, where was 
alfo the prefeftura Medica of the Romans in 
after Ages, and J/otrates in his Oration men- 
tions, one Adedus a King of thofe Nations 
before the Greeks came thither. For Thiraé, 
it’s generally agreed that his Lot was Zbra: 
cia, from Thiratja to Thracia, being an ea- 
fie Tranfition — as St. Jerom allo obferves. 

And thus have we endeavoured to fix al} 
the Sons of faphee in their firft Seats, accor- 
ding to what we elteem the moit probable 
Opinion Of Learned Men in this matter. Burt 
fhou’d we review all thefe again, we thal] 
hardly find any, unlefs Magog and perhaps 
part of Tubal, whofe Countreys at firft were 
any part of Europe. We mult then fearch 
for their Colonies, if wed difcover our 
more immediate Anceftors. 

To beginthen in the fame Order, which 
we uled for cheir firft Plantation. $¥avan we 
have already obferv'd to be the Father of 
the Fonians, Faunas, or ancient Grecians — 
as thefe of the Romans, who ftill retain the 
Name of their Father Favan in Tanns, guals 
Favanus (as Fupiter for Fuvans-pater ) Now 
its plain thae chefe were at firft Grecians, 
and chat the firft Colony that the Grecians 
ever fentover, as appears by their Language, 
thofé who were the firft' Inhabitants of thar 
Country the Latins, or -dborigines, as they 
cook a pride to call themfelves, {peaking 
the Fonian Tongue, as Varratellsus. Further, 
that they were a Colony of the Chittim, ap- 
pears from the facred Scripture. Thus in 
Balaams Prophelie — A Ship {hall come from 
the Coafts of Chittim, and fhall affi Affu R 
and fhall affiét Eber, and he alfo hall perifh fo 
ever, Its true part of that Propheiie, may 
refer to Alexander.the Great, and his Ade- 
cedonians, who are call'd Chittim in the Apo- 
cr)pha, and M2xirx by Gelliws, a Colony of 
che Chittim, firft (warming off to their Unc- 
kle Madai’s Territories, who it’s probable 
had not fo many Children, thefe Macedoni- 
ans might be partly intended by chofe Ships 


of Chittim, who thou’d afflict 4/ir,.or de- 


{troy the /erfian Monarchy, and atli& Eber, 
or the Hebrews, as Alexander partly did, tho’ 
he was entreated by 2ddw to {pare Ferufa- 
lem; but then, what follows can't refer to 
his time, for its final completion — And he 
alfo fhall perith forever — He, that is, Ae- 
ber, — fhall perith for ever --- fhall be toral- 
ly rooted out of his Countrey, and be no 
more a Collected Nation, for a long time 
or many Agesafter. Now this can only re- 
fer tothe Romans, who brought under An- 
tsochus and the Seleucian Family, and alfo ut- 
terly deftroyed the Jewith Polity, carrying 
7em Captives, contrary to their Cuftom, 
from their own Land.- Not bur thar, after 
thefe ( bittims firlt came over to /taly, there 
might be and were other Ca(ts, which know- 
ing the way, followed their Countrey-men, 
as thofe who Peopled that part call’d Adagna 
Grecia,“ who ufed the common Greek Lan- 
guage, as.much differing ic feems,; then from 
the ancient Greek. or ‘fonian, as our Modern 
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Greek does from theirs at this prefent — This 
for Iraly, the fineft and faireftpare of Karope. 
For the other Sons of ‘Yavan whole Colo- 
nies Peopled Europe, we can neither find Eli- 
fha or the Father of Dodanim had any thing to 
do witht — only Tharfbifh as well as Chittim, 
being more for Sea-fervice, not-only nam’d 
other places, in other parts of che World as 
many Learned Men conjecture, burt even 
here in Exrope as moft agree — particularly 
the old Tarteffas in Spain, which being near 
Hercules Pillar, and it’s probable the utmoft 
of their Voyage that way, thofé of Turf 
in Cilicia might build and call after their own 
Name ( as Adria built at the end of the A- 
driatick Sea. ) Which was alfo not improba- 
bly, as one undertakes to prove, the old 7#r- 
fhifh whither Solomon fent, being vaftly rich 
and abounding in Silver, ec. asold Wricet’s 
tell us. 
For.Gomer, Faphets other Son, the Cimme- 
rians came fram him, as is already faid, and 
enerally believ’d, whence the Gauls, ftiled 
By the Greeks Teaz7, and contracted Kr, or 
Celte; the fame with the Cimbri, in the fame 
manner contracted from the Cimmerii. And 
thefe probably came from Togarma, whole 
Portion only lies open by the Egean Sea to 
the Mediterranean, and therefore his Colo- 
nies mu{t go that way — Of whom our old 
Britains, aCalt of the Gaals, who in theit 
own Language are called Cumri, guafi Cim- 
mer at, or Gomerat to this day, as in that Pro- 
verbial Speech of theirs — Mon Mam Cumri. 
His other Son, Afhkenaz, is thought to have 
given Original to the Germans, his Colonies 
firft paffing and naming the Cimmerian Bofpho- 
yus, and going along by the Danube ; which 
People Diodorus Sicuius tells us, had their Ori- 
ginal from the Cimmerians,and are call’d Aske- 
nozim by the fers to this day. — Nay fome 
think they are called Germans—quafi Gomirens, 
as the Syrians call the Arameans Armin,whence 
the Greek Armenia, and as well the Latin Ger- 
mania from their Gemren or Germen. Gem- 
ron being as eafily form’d from Gomer ( as a 
Learned Man of our own obferves ) as Bre: 
thren from Brother by us Englith, who des 
Branch of thefe Cimmerii or Askenazxim, and 
{o akin to the Germans, as are alfo all thofe 
of the Cibrica Cherfonefus. As for Ripbath, 
thethird Brother, lying open to the Eaxine 
Sea Northward, it’s not mucli to’ be doubréed 
but he gave Rife and Name to thofe Riphzi, 
which were tormerly above the Euxine; as 
the Name to the Ripbhean Mountains; and 
from thele the Rutheni and Pratheni inftead of 
Riphathent ; nor is thisa much greater chahge 
than we are fure there isin their Names,being 
call'd Ruffians, Pruffians, Borafians in our Lan- 
guage. For the remaining Sons of F apher, 
Melbechs Lot tay open Northward,and thete’s 
none doubr, but his Colonies were thraft up 
into the Countrey now call'd Atofcovy, Thw- 
bal did not {pread much, unlefs he fent fome 
of his Iberians to Spain, buc that feems too 
Jong a Journey, or more a with his 
Brother “agog, the wor Peor e to the 
worft Countrey, Y into the North, as far 
as Nova Zembla, tho’ certainly they wou'd 


fre have gone chicher,° ualefS fore’d b 
ome greater Power of extream necefii- 
ty. For Aadai; we have no certainry; 
and but little probabilicy: of his {preading 
muchofarther, and ’tismuch che fame with 
Tyras, concerning Whom we can only find 
this remarkable, thac there’s a River on: the 
Edge of ‘Ragie call’d by his Name: Thus 
have we largely difcut§’d this Noble Quefti- 
on, and confidering how va(t a tract of rime 
is between the Naming and Writing of chefe 
things and the prefent Ave, we may rather 
wonder fo much thereof is yet Jefr, chan that 
we have no more, efpecially if we compare 
the Names of Places and People, but in Pre- 
lomy or Cafar with what they now bear.

tisthe greateft Worldly Hlappine/s that Hluman 
Nature ws capable of: The Misfortunes of it 
are owing to our. felves, fuch, as i 
impoflibilities acting inconfiderately , not 
difcovering to each other before-hand ’ 
the worft that muft be known afterwards 
with a thoufand more inconveniences which 
are more eafie in their expectation and pre- 
pevatives againft ‘em, than in a fudden un- 
ookt for Stock or Surprizal. —— As for 
any further Advice that our’ Querift may 
expect from us, we refer him to chofe pa- 
pers he has already mention’d; believ 
that he will find himéelf already fully anfwe-

Anf. Weare very glad, there are ftill fome 
undoubted Inftances of Penirence, and Refor- 
mation wherewith to Confront thofe Perfons, 
who wou'd perfwade us all things of that Na- 
ture are only Cheat and Hypocrifies; and the 
prefent we think very remarkable, and fuch as 
we hope may have fome /afluence on others in 
the like Circumftances. The Querift has 
wrong d his Father, isfenfible of it, and penitent 
for it, and wou'd willingly make Re/tirution. 
But is doubtful, whether ‘twill be /uffcient to 
give to the Poor as great, or a greater fum than 
he has imbezel’'d, or if it muft be done to his 
Father, whether be ouglit not to confe/s the 
Crime to him, tho’ he thinks ’twill- certainly 
ruine bim.

To the firft of thefe doubts, Whether ’twill 
not be /uficient to reffore to the Poor what he 
has. wrong'd his Father of ? we reply, thatthe 
Negative is clear, becaufe the Poor are only in 
place of God, and Reftitution only to be made 
there, when the mediate Proprietor can't be 
found : But he being here ftill 4iving and pre- 
fent, it ought undoubtedly to be made only 
to him. Butthe Pinch ftill is, whether the 
Penitent Ought to confe/s unto him the wrong 
he has done him, fince, if he does, ’twill cer- 
tainly-be his utter ruine, and without it he 
thinks chere’s no true Repentance, nor can he 
have any right to the Churches Ab/olution. 
But before we can proceed, we muft here, 
firft fet him right as tothe Proteftant Notion 
of Confeffion and Abfolution. We are ordinarily 
and principally bound to confe/s our Sins only 
to God, fo the Exhortation before the gene- 
ral sg fo , and that- before the Sacrament 
in our Liturgy, and clearly in che fecond part 
of the Homily of Repentance, There's fecond- 
ly an occalional Confeffion or acknowledgment 
of our failings one to another, of which St. 
James. There’s extraordinary Confeffion, or 
unburdening our Minds to our /piritual Guide, 
phat ‘any gri woh My pce ha 
apprehention of a Death, both o 
which fecomtisitiiiod by our Church it felf, 
and by moft-fober Proteftant Writers. There's 
alfo a Confeffion to any particular party whom 

, we 
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we have any way wrorg’d, before we receive 
the Blefled Sacrament, unlefs this may be 
thought included under the fecond, and to 
thefe there are different degrees of xece/firj 
and obligation. The firftnamely to God, we 
are all to make of aii our Sins known or unknown 
in general, or elfe we cat expect no fhare in 
the Declarative Abfolution. ( He pardoneth 
and abfolveth, @c. ) which is thereafter gi- 
ven us- The third is very #/eful and conveni- 
ent in the circumftances before defcrib’d, and 
in the Abfolurion feems more Axthorira- 
rive than either of the other, and therefor 
only. given in Sickne/s, and if the Penitent 
humbly avd heartily defire it ; tho’ indeed the 
other’ two may alfo be reputed Authoritative, 
as well as Declarative, for the Prie# has Aw 
thority to Declare, which-we. think folves all 
the Digiculsy concerning thofe words. For 
the fecond and laf fort of Confe/fion, when we 
have injur'd any Perfin, we'think it only fecon- 
darily necefjary, to thattho' it’s very requifite 
to be’ made as wel! as Refiturion, inorder to 
Plenary Sutisfaétion, yet tis not fo abfolurély 
necefjary but that on fome Cafes it may be & 
mitted, and yet the Repentance true, and the 
Penitent obtain a fhare in the Churches “6- 
folution. To make this bear, fuppofing the 
Cafe here fairly fiated, and-that the Penirent 
woud certainly, or but in all moral probability 
be ruin’d by {uch Confeffion to his Father, we 
don’t think him obliged to make it, if he makes

Sentiments agree with ours as we are apt to 
believe they will, he'll have the advantage of 
receiving doxble Sarisfaétion in the prefent 
Difficulty. ‘

Crime ( which we have formerly 
difcourled of, vol. 1..No.25, Qu.1.) was,lett 
he fhould raife up Childrex to his Brother ; 
and thus much for thefe troublefom Queries , 
which tho’ we cou'd not refule to Anfwwer , 
fince they contain Matter of fome Difficulry 
and Moment , yet we hope we have kept co 
the Rules of Decency and Alode/ry, in all we 
advance about "em. 

And next to thefe, we'll Infert feveral 
others fent us froma Civil Gentleman in the 
Country , if we miftake not, a Clergy-A4an, 
who it feems has far other. thoughts of our 
Defign , than either AMonfewr Delacrofe had , 
Or our Antagoni/ts {till prerend to have ; for 
the Fir/e of whom, weconfefs hima very 
Ingenious Gentleman, and are glad our Book/el- 
ler has made Peace with him; but for the Lar- 
rer,by their Leave, we de{pile them,as all the 
World befides does? Nor fhall we be fo vain, 
as to print what the: forenamed Gentleman 
thinks, Or.at leatt writes concerning us; who 
is perhaps as widely smiftaken on one fide, as 
our Addverlaries on the other. However we 
think it a piece-of  7u/rice, co acknowledg his 
Civilities , and thall in requital, here Infert as 
many of his Queftions, as we have room for 
in this Paper. 


Queft. 17. Whether Habits may be properly 
faid to have Parts, as a Habit of Learning , 
of Faith , of Piety , and the like ? and if fo, 
what kind of Totum a Habit w. } 

Anfw. We think the Queftion had’ been 
clearer , and the Refolution eafier , had che 
Inftance bin givenin a Moral Habit, either 
of Vice or Virtue , lince Faith and.Piety are 
generally A pig ey bwangid rat ‘ 

d partly are, chough it may be ftill faid, 
they are acquired and perfected after the 
me manner with Natural Habits: Then for 
Learning, it’s an aggregate of almoft infinite 
particulars , of the moft Heterogeneous Na- 
ture, including no lefs thanall knownables. 
on which account, we think a Aabie of it 
feems a Totum per accidens only. But Virrue 
and Vice,efpecially the Firfr, which is wholly 
pofitive, we fhould rather infrance into clear 
the Quejtion ; Virtue then, as for Example, 
Fortitude , one of che four’ Cardinals, is ac- 
quired, as other. Habits, by frequent dcts,but 
et we think chofe Aczs can't properly be cal- 
ed parts of that Alabir;becaufe the Aces don’t 
fo much compofe or formally confrisuse the Ha- 
bit , as produce it, thole two being fufficiently - 
diftindt. Ifa Habit therefore haveany-Pares, 
particularly that of fmm » We are cates | 
nc 
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‘inclin’d to think thofe Pares are compofed of 
feveral cx oie , or imperfect Habits, one 
whereof being added to another , may com- 
pofe the compleat Habit ; We therefore think it 
may moft properly be reckoned a Totum E/- 
fentiale , becavfe it confifts of Difpofitions, as 
its conftiruting parts , though we are fenfible, 
2 great deal may be faid to the contrary,fince 
in all thefe Metaphyfical niceties, tis an eafy 
matter to argue Pro and Con almoft eternally, 
which we fhall leave tothofe, who take more 
pleafure in it. 

Queft. 18. What’sthe'Reafon, that when any 
perfon bas \ookt on the Sun, when be comes to 
view any other ObjeGts,there feems to be a Cloud 
upon his Eye for along time after ? 

Anf. There may more than /feem tobe a 
Cloud, for there really « one after fuch an Ex- 
periment , for che Eye being bot, and ftrain’a, 
and all the fine Veffels thereof oppreft with 
Light , thereimmediately fallsa new Supply 
of Liquor from the Lachrymatory Veffels, and 
chat ina larger quantity than ordinarily,to moi- 
ften thofe Coats, which'need it, whence the 
Eye may appear Clouded and even Watry to a 
by-ftander, much more may the Objects appear 
clouded and confufed to him whofe Eye is thus 
afféded; for the Organ being ftrain’d, as be- 
fore with too powerful an Objet, can't per- 
fe&ly perform it’s Dury, as in the Twin-/ence, 
that of bearing, we find any vaft or violent 
Tenfion of the Membrane, which happens in 
the difcharge of many a €anon, in a Mil, 
( and perhaps in a Houfe where the Woman's 
too found )- renders Perfons who are long near 
it much Deafer than others, and fome have 
thereby quite /oft their hearing, the ‘Drum- 
head being broke; as in ‘this Cafe others their 
Eyes, by looking on the Sa#, at leaft as the 
way now is in Perfia, by a red bor Bafin, held 
at a final! diftance, which in a few 4inutes 
not only Clouds, thofe two living Suns, but 
forces "em to fer in Eternal darknefs. 

Queft. 19: Wherein confifts the true Notion 
of Perfecution, and what may be a proper De- 
{cription of it ? 

Anf. All parties that ever yet were under it 
in any part of the World, will tell you it con- 
filts in profecuting them, for their Religion or 
Opinion, and thenout come all the handfom 
Arguments for mutual forbearance and Tole- 
ration that can be ar ay tho’ never any yet 
thar we read or heard of, got entirely upper- 
moft, but immediately fell a {courging thofe 
that bad whipt théern, who in their turns cry 
Perfecution,and open forToleration as loud as the 
others; and this the very Pagans did 
the Chrijfians had got‘the Staff in their own 
Hands, and cwdebant non coedebantur, began 
to be thought géod Dogrine. However, 
there muft be a Srandard, and Truth alone 
muft hold ir, if we cou'd once find where 
tis, which ic might be much eafier to do 
cou'd*we wipe our Eyes from /ntereft and 
Prejudice, and Truth, not Error, or the Judg- 
ment of a mi/taken Confcience, mutt be /uffer'd 
for, otherwile we think men can’t proper! 
or juftly complain of Perfecution, at leait ‘of 
being perfecured for Right conjne/s -fake, much 

lefs when gut of obftinacy-and pride re- 


folve to perfift in their opinions, tho’ nev 
much againft Reafon, in defiance of any bil 
Power who commands the contrary.’ How- 
ever we fcorn to difown our Fudgment in this 
matter, and ’tis, that even where men follow 
the dictates of an erroneous Confcience, if 
it be only in matters lefs effential, it looks {o 
ri beta [oO pres ‘em for it, thar 
agiltrate wou d do better, i i 
hee i en in er, ifhe thinks 
_ Sometime fince we receiv’d thefe r. 
ing Queftidns, which we anfwered ar hae, 
Vol.2, No. 16. of our Mercury. 4 

Queft. 20, Whether Sin might not be or- 
dain'd to Gods Honour and Mans Happinef > 

Queft. 21. Whether Sin were not ordain’d, 
or all Poflibility of Adams ftanding taken from 
him ? 

To which anfwer we have fome time fince 
receiv'd a Rejoynder ‘by the fame hahd, with 
addition of feveral other Queltions: The 
Man feems to have a crabbed Head,’ hi§ Oue- 
fiions of the higheft moment, and {ome of his 
Objections not contemptible. The Method there- 
fore in which we'll proceed with him thal] 
bes; firf, Toremark what we have advancd 
on thofe Heads in our former 4Zercury, which 
he has'left unanfwer'd ( tho’ we confefs for a 
very weighty seafon, becaufe they are unau- 
fwerable ) in thefe hisfecond Papers; we {lia/! 
then take notice of his <4n/fwers and further 
Objeétions, and proceed to his new Queries 
with his own thoughts upon’em. : 

‘For the firft; againft his Affertion, that 
Sin might be ordain’d for Gods Honour, be- 
caufe the ordaining € or abfolute neceffitating 
Mar to the Commiffion on't ) conduc’d to 
Gods ‘Hononr, in the Manifestation of all his 
Attributes 5 e reply’d, “ That the quite 
_, contrary wou'd follow, .fuppofing any Lich 
7 irrefiftible Ordination ; inftancing in his W4f- 
‘ dom, trae Wifdom confifting in chuling right 
and jut means to attain a good end. But Sin 
a bad means to attain any thing, tho’ “the 
beft of Ends, and fuch means as God won't 
‘permit his Creatures to make ufe of, tho’ for 

the beft ends; whom ‘he has exprefly~ for- 
“bidden ‘to ‘do Evil that Good may come ont 
“on pain of Damnation, tho’ it can’t be de- 
. ny'd their Perfecion confilts in the ‘Anitation 
“ of their Adaker, but chufing fuch a means to 
% obrain his Exds, wou'd ‘make God guilty 
and his Creatures Innocent, ind therefore 
“cou'd net conduce'to the Manifeftation of 
his ¥ifdom, Where’s his Su/tice, if he ‘pu- 
P nifhes his Creatures, for what he him(f€élf has 
Mt produc’d in "em; what they can’t avoid, what 
$ he has fore’d”em to commit ? Where’s ‘his 
( Holinefs, and how’ doés he bate Sin, if he 
himfelf caufes, neceffirares, ordains it ?°—— 
And nothing of this he either does OY can an- 
fwer, and therefore wifely paffes it by, as well 
as what follows our anfwer to an Objedti- 
on, How then comes Sin into the World if 
God does not ordain it? We anfwer'd,“ By his 
S Permiffion ; 4 much-more mode/t Word,God 
“fot being fy a to hinder it, nay oblig'd nor 
“ to hinder‘it, Decaufe ocherwife man had fot 
“been 2 pe pe ‘that he permitted it for 
all ‘chofe reafons' for which the Qperill es. 
renas 
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“ tends he ordain’d it, which can’c be ‘injur’d 
“ by fuch his Permijion, which has no real 
“ Influence onafree agent, butconfidering him 
“ 4s fallen, his Attributes might thereby be «- 
' © bundantly glorified. For the confequence, he 
would draw from his Opinion, “ That if Si 
“ might be thus ordain'd, it was fo, we ablo- 
“lutely deny’d it, as weak and fallacious, 
“ being 4 poffe adefe, but turn’d it upon him, 
“ 4 non poffe ad non effe, it cow d not be, there- 
“ fore it was not. His fecond Corollary was 
that ifthere was xece/ityof Sin, there coud 
“ be no Erernal Punifhment , the Confequence We 
*t sranted, butthe Antecedent (it thou'd have 
“been the AGnor, had it been a form’d Syl- 
 logifin ) we deny’d, for the reafons before 
“ given, and others yet to come. 

As to the fecond Queftion, Whether Sin 
were not ordain’d, or all poffibiliry of Adams 
fianding taken from him? Which he attempts 
tO prove from Eph. 3. 9,10, 11. Who created 
all things by Fefus Chrift, ro the intent that now 
unto Principalities and Powers, might be known 
by the Church, the manifold wifdom of God. 
Whence he argues, ‘* God created al! things 
“and therefore Adem, to the fetting forth 
“his manifold Vifdom to the Powers above, 
“© which was too folida concern to be left to 
“© Adams ftanding to fruftrate, from whence 
“ he concludes there lay an ab/olute neceffity on 
“ Adam to fall, that Sin might enter, &c. 
We anfwered, “ That even what ‘he here 
“ firft aflerts, is not deducible from that Text, 
“¢ to which he does violence by his Interpre- 
“ cation, ( for which we muft refer the Rea- 
“‘ der ro the Mercury, not being willing to 


“‘tranfcribe any more on’t, left he thould. 


“* pay twice forthe fame thing.) However, 
he, our Querift, fays in his anfwer, “ That 
“this is nothing to our Confutation of what 
“ he fays, as to Adams fall, which fhou'd we 
“ grant him, it’s yet a Confutation of his we 
* of Interpreting that Scripture 5 ro whic! 
“charge, he’s not pleas‘d to return any an- 
“‘ (wer: However what follows’ is to the 
Confutation thereof, namely, “That Adams 
fall was permitted by God, and that this 
“ Permiffios will anfwer all thofe exds, -for 
“ which it’s pretended he ordain'd it. That 
? ane ee het stage ty hig him- 
“ felf chan that he cau/es, irreyi ibly ¢ san 
‘* Six, and then punifhes thofe: who sane ie 
“ fince this takes away all Laws Ard where 
“ there is\no Law, there is no Tran/[greffion, that 
‘© He who caufes any Ill is much more cul- 
“ pable, than be who svoluntarily commics it: 
“Thar faying, he who ordains the Sin ordains 
“ the Punifhment, can't help; nay rather wi- 
“ dens than leffens the difficulty ; and for the 
* other common fhift; That we’ are not to 
© Fudge of Gods Soveratgnty and Fuftice, we 
have at leaft.as much right to do it as our 
% Adver/aries; and befides,God appeals to our 
 Reafons, which he wou'd ne're ao, if we 
‘‘ were not in fome meature capable Judges. 
To all this our Querift has vouchfafed no 
infer in bis Papers he has fince fent us, and 
yet is focivil to trouble us wich many mew 
Objections and wew Matter; which tho, for 
the prefenc we thalltake notice of, we muft 
; é 


defire him hereafter both to get clear of afi 
he has pet left behind, and of what we thail 
ftill advance, before he goes any further, 
otherwife we thall /er bim alone, as he does 
MS. ut q 
This for his Omiffiozs, It’s time now to 
come to thofe pares of our Paper, which he 
has attempted to anfwer, and the Objections he 
inakes againft what we afferc cherein. «His 
firft refuge is, “* That our- Anfwendoes nat 
* ar all concern his Question, becaule we fup- 
** pofe chat Sin which 1s weceffitated, to be al- 
“* fo eternally plifh'd, whereas his opinion is, 
“ That Six might be ordain d, for Gods Glory 
“and Mans Afappivie/s, wm that a fieite Sin 
ag might not have an infant Punijhments {0 
“ that all our Difcourle is.uide of the mark. 
We anfwer, that ‘tis home to the mark, 
wbite and all, and comes fully up to his Que- 
{tion aod Objections, 1. Becaufe im all that 
which we have gored, and which he has ndt 
an{wer'd, there’s-not {o much asone argument 
which refpects the Ererniry of Psusithments, 
they being all raken from the Nature of a 
Law, the Nature of God, of Prudence, Ju- 
ftice, Holinefs, cc. 2. Becaufe we provi- 
ded againtt this /ubrerfuee, and took care to 
hold him faft, by aflerting the Erernity of Pu 
nifbments in the ciofe of our Argemenr, It being 
his own Conceffion, chat if there be any fach 

ing, there can be no neceffity of Sinning, 
which Erernisy, 8c. we thal! prove accor- 
ding to our Prona/e, when we come to thole 
Objections he brings againtt it. 

The next he atrempts to anfiwer, is what 


we advanc’d ongceraies Breebs Trantlation, 
{ 


which he fays, “ was all che oppofition he cou'd 
“find in our Papers to bis (‘but we hope we 
“have ound more for him. ). His Argument 
in his firft Paper Jay thus, “ Sin might be or- 
“ dain’d for ‘Alans Happinefs, becaufe if he 
“‘had not Siwn’d, he had not dyd, and if he 
“had not dy'd hecou’d not have been glori- 
if. The tirft we granted, if he had not 
Sinn’, he had not Dy'd; ‘bur the fecond we 
deny’d, if he had not dy’d, he had norbeer 
“ glorify ds inf{tancing in £xoeb who was glori- 
fy'd,tho’ he never dy’d andthe fame way might 
a8 Mankind have been: To this he replies in 
his fecond Paper, (for we'll iofere the very 
words thar\we may noe wrong him) “Thar 
“ourledtance of Enoch’s'‘Tranflation is wide of 
“an Anfwer, becaulé, fays‘he, my drift in 
“that difcourfe was, thar’ without Sin had 
“been firft committed, there wou’d have 
““been no Death or Destruétion in the FlefB, 
“whereby there had been no Glorificarion. 
So that if Enrch-had nog firf® committed siz, 
where had he been glorify'd ? Sincé no -firch 
thing had been wirhout Fuitifitation in Chrifts 
Blood, who justifierh none but Sinners? 
a Hered heraifes a new Objettion, which 
we thal! emenegiatey Cue, bur-does no 
more towards an/icri rument. 


“ There can be.no Glorificasi 
© fomion, a8 Chit Jaffer 
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“ners; we anfwer, Suppofing man as fallen, 
this is true, but we are now fuppofing him 
not fallen, and difcourfing of him while in the 
State of Innocency, wherein he tad no need 
of a Saviour or Mediator, being never /of and 
having never offended : Notwithftanding 
which he muft have been glrify’d, for neither 
cou’d the Earth have held all his Pofterity had 
none been remov'd, nor did God ever make 
2 rational Soul to have it’s Eternal and ulti- 
mate Satisfaction on material Objects. 


_ He comes to the fecond’ Queftion, and 
his Text before quoted, on which he only 
repeats what he has faid before — that there 
lay an abfolute neceffity On Adam to fall, be- 
caufe the manifefting Gods Wifdom to the 
World was too folida concern to be left to 
Adams Free-Willto fruftrate. But we again 
fay there’sa great deal of difference between 
Gods creatingthe World on purpofe to mani- 
felt his Wifdom bythe Churchto the Angels, 
in Chrift, ( which yet might have been done 
had Adam ne’re fallen) and his commanding 
the Gofpel to be preacht tothe Gentiles, to 
manifeft the fame “i/dom to the Angels 
(which if look’cinto further, may be fome- 
thing of an argument for particular Angels 
prefiding over particular Nations, tho’ that’s 
Forreign to the prefent difpute, and we fhall 
therefore here profecute itno further ) one 
of thefe confidering Adam aftually fallen, and 
Chrift aitually Crucified, the other neither. 
Again, as has been faid, Gods Permiffion of 
Adam to fall without his neceffitating or or- 
daining it, wherein there is a vaft difference, 
was fufficientto manifeft Gods Wifdom, nay 
woud much more condace to the manifefta- 
tion thereof, by bringing good out of evil, and 
that fuch Evil as hehad not caus‘d nor neceffi- 
tated,than if he had thus weceffitated it — efpe- 
cially when God knew he wou’d as certain- 
ly fallif permitted and lefttohimfe/f, yet left 
with Graceenough to have ftood, had it not 
been his own fault, asifhe had been nece/f- 
tated to it. 


He next falls triumphantly on one poor 
word of ours, in which he thinks we give up 
all the caufe, but we'd hope he therein tather 
ignorantly miftakesthan wilfully perverts our 
meaning. Wehad faid the Fall of man was 
order’d, tho’ not ordain’d, to manifeft Gods 
Wi{dom, &c. On which he takes fome pains to 
prove thefe two words Synonyma’s — But we 
cou’d have fav'd him that labour,had we had 
an opportunity before, to have explain’d in 
what fenfe we ufed the word. Ordaining con- 
fiders the Fall before it happen’d, ordering re- 
lates toic afterward, being intended by us 
to fignifie no more than di/pofing of the Effeéts 
thereof, or bringing goodout of evil not at 
all meceffitating or ordaining that Evil — As 
the Wifdom and Fuftice of a Kingdom may fo 
order the Crimes and Punifhment of a Zrayeor 
or Malefaitor, which certainly it never or- 
dain d, as to deter others from the like of- 
fences. 


He goes on— “’Tis abfurd, fays he, to 
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“ think that God wou'd permite man to fail 
“and by giving him two fuch Potent Friend} 
“asithe Woman and the Serpent, trapanning 
“ him or many of his Pofterity into Hell- Fire, 
“ which was never forerold him — In anfwer; 
Eternal Punifhment or Hell-Fire, is the jutt 
defert of every fin, as all Proteftant Divines 
have ever held, and as we thall anon prove. 
And this was foretold him in chat expreffion 
— Thou fhale furely Dye, Death being taken 
in the Scriptures both for Death Temporal 
and Eternal— Now Adam being created 
after Gods Image, hardly any Chriftians but 
allow his Knowledge much perfeéer than ours 
now is. If therefore the Doctrine of Eterna! 
Punifhments be a Truth, ‘tis of fo great confe- 
quence, chat we muft not fuppole dam 
cou’d be ignorant thereof, undoubredly he 
knew he had a Sou/, he muft underftand whar 
Temporal Dearh was, namely a /eparation of 
that Soul from his Body. He cou’d not but 
know that this Sou muft exi/ after this fepa- 
ration, and that abfent from God, or out 
of his Favour, which is one great part of the 
Torments of Hell, tho’ far from being ad ofit, 
as fomehave rhoxght — From all which it 
appears how muchthe Querift ralks without 
Book, when he fays Adam did. nor under(tand 
Eternal Death by the punithment denounc’d 
againft him— tho’ we had fzid as muchas 
he had, we only affirm’d he did underftand it, 
fecing he’s pleas’d to give noreafon for his 
aflerting the contrary. Things being fo, if 
it had been snjuft for Godbut to permit A- 
dam’s fall, as the Querift afferts, what had it 
then beento have weceffitated or ordain’d it ? 
Nay had he not been more than Trapann’d 
into Sinand Death the undoubted effects of 
his Prevarication ? 


His next attempt is to confound the Pre- 


feience and Decrees of God — ‘No Entity, 


* faith he, can forfee any thing without he hath 
“the abiliry of bringing the thing to pa/s, or 
* hath thacforefight by fome prefident or exam- 
“ ple created by that abiliry — Inftancing in a 
* Mafter of a Ship, who can’t forefee whether 
‘he thall bring it /afely to the Port, becaufe 
* he han’e the Winds and Seas at his Command. 

* And therefore God mutt determine Adams 

‘ Fall, becaule he forefam it ; proving ic fur- 

‘ther. from St. Pauls being ordain’d to be 

* fav’d in Chrift before the World began. We 

anfwer both his afferrions are falfe and his In- 
ftances notto the purpofe. God can forefee 
a thing which he has not the ability of bringing 
to pafs, if thereby he means really and effettu- 
ally caufing and eceffitating it — As any Sin, 
for Example a Lie, which if it be a contra- 

diftion to his own Nature, it mutt be alfo 
impoffible for him really to caufe, nay neceffitate 
in others -— Elfe why does he /peak againt{t 
it? Why does he produce it if he bates it, 

how can he puniflsie it he produces it? Permit 
he may, necefficate he neither can nor will; for 
ifhe aid he cou'd not be God. Befides,’twou'd 
not be an ability,buta Difability. a Difhonour to 
God thusto do himfelf, what he forbids his 
Creatures, and in the molt proper fenfe of the 
words, ‘toLove and make a Lie. Again, 
| * even 


even man can forefeea thing he has not che 
ability to produce 5 nor any prefideac or ex- 
amale, created by chat abilicy -— as the rifing 
of che Sua to morrow morning ; tho’ fuppoling 
he could not, any more than the Mariner 
the event of his Voyage, ’twere nothing. to 
God, whole kvewledge is infinite, and who 
knows how al! cau/es will ai, and what effeé?s 
they | produce, if left to their own free agency, 
without any wecefficy or force upon their Na- 
tures, efpecially if rational, whére fucha Force 
wou'd quite alter and deffroy cheir very beings: 
Nor is che Inftance of Saint Paxl’s being or- 
dain’'d to Salvation before the World was, 
any more to the purpote, fince there’s a great 
deal of difference between ordaining to good 
and to bad, fince even this ordaining infers no 
compulfion or abfolute necejjity, which is here 
contended for, and {ince on the forefight of the 
Fal God might ordain men to be fav’d with- 
out ordaining that Fal, as onthe fore-fight of 
a Malefattors Crime, a Prince may refolve to 
Pardon’ him or his Children,and take them into 
favour; tho’ he ne’re forc’d or xecelfitated to 
the Crime. 

Our Objector goes on, ( who is too vo- 
luminous to be clear’d in one AZercury ) and 7e- 
peats one or two of our arguments againit his 
pofition as that ‘ an abfolute neceffity deftroys all 
* Law,becaufe it makes its Subjects uacapable 
“thereof, and takes away the Juice ot any 
* pinifhment , temporal as well as Eternal. 
“Which Reafon he pretends not to anlwer, 
but takes an eafier way and confronts ic with 
two. or three wiffaken Scriptures which he 
thinks will conclude the matter. His firft is, 
Ezek. 14.9. “If the Prophet be deceived, 
“I che Lord have deceived him, and will cut 
“him off. ‘The fecond in the Inftance of 
*Pharaobh, Exod. 7, 13. (50d hardened Pha- 
* yaoh's Heart that he {hould not Jet the Chil- 
‘dren of //rael go — yet he commanded him 
“to let em go,and punifh’d him for not doing 
“ir. The Infants of Bethlebem were murder- 
“ed by Herod, Mat. 2. for the fulfilimg the 
© Scriptures, yet how cou'd they help Original 
“Sin? From all which Texts he fays it ap- 
‘pears that both fim and its temporal punith- 
“ments areneceffitated and compel’d, as well 
“as Adams Fal — and therefore we cannot 
“avoid either Death or Sin. 

To all which we anfwer — firft in Gene- 
ral. God may be faid (by fome) to can/e 
Sin feveral ways. Firft, Directly, and Pro- 
perly — and that either Phyfically, bya real, 
effectual influence on man,derermining or nece/- 
ftating his will co the unlawfal aé or object,or 
elfe morally, by commanding him what's a Sin. 
But neicher of thefe ways can he be affirm’d 
to caut/e fin without b/a/phemy, for the reafons 
afore produc’d — There remain then three 
others. And firft, God is fometimes faid to 
command or excite inthe Holy Scripture, when 
he only permits to fin: and this he does in a 
jax and lef proper fenfe, tho’ more properly 
than man cou’d be faid todo fo by his per- 
miffion, becaufe ere more in his per ry 

_than there is in man’s, {ince none can 4¢f with- 
out it. Thisis plain in the cafe of fob. “Sod 
did not properly command or excite the Devil 
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to corment him, but on his defire, he permiz- 
ted, or gave him leave, which as cto the fet 
Was ¢guivalent t0 a Command, tho’ indeed no 
more than a permiffion.. Secondly, God is 
{aid to excice or command evil, where he 


Sorfakes mén, and /ufers it to be inflicted on 


‘em 3 asin thé cafe of 4bab. The third way 
is by his prefiding over, ruling and poverning 
the Wills of men 3 whence tho’ they are per- 
mitted tome evi, they are precluded and bin- 
der'a from others which they’d gladly com- 
mic. Laftly, by panifhing one fin with per- 
mitting ‘em to fall into another, by taking 
away the smears and occafions Of Nepe nt ance, by 
not giving em Grace to w/e that means, it be- 
ing now coo late, and by /affering occafions 
and Jemprations to Sinto be offer’d to ‘em: 
None of which ways infer any wneceffitaring 
and really influencing: and compelling "em to 
(in. 

To apply this to the particular Texts. 
That in Ezek, ‘ If the Prophet be deceiv’d, I 
“the Lord have deceived him, and will cut 
“him off’ That is, ‘ have permitted him to 
“be deceived — have given the Devil leave 
to deceive him, as inthe cale of Abab and Da- 
vid, andthat becaule he was wicked before, 
and wou'd not make ufe of Grace while twas 
offerd. And chac the Prophets of J/rael 
were thus, fee the frequent complaints of 
Ezek. bothebefore and atrer this Chap. and 
the fame thing by //aiah and Feremiab. For 
Pharach, he was anoppreffor, a Tyrant, an.un- 
grateful man, nay, impenitent and a Blafpbe- 
mer before ere God is {aid to barden his beare. 
And therefore barden’d his own Heart in Jm- 
penitence before God is faid to harden it in 
Fudgment. Thus after the Meflage to him 
from God by Adofes and Aaron, fays he arro- 
gantly and wickedly —— who is the Lord 
that I fhould let J/rae/ go? I know not the 
Lord, neither will I let them go ? On which 
God withdrew his Grace, and gavehimup toa 
Spirit of delufion, the confequence of which 
was his {till higher degree of obduracy and im- 
penitence. For che Hittory of the /ynocents, 
‘tis not there {aid Herod murdered ’em,that it 
might be fulfilled which was {poken by the 
Prophet, &c. nay fome think chat Scripture 
here quoted only by way of parity, accommo- 
dation or allufion 5 however certain ic is thar 
"twas once before fulfill’d when the Jews were 
carried away Caprive into Babylon: At leaft 
this Prophecying, fore/eeing or rather foretel- 
ling {uch accidents as afcerwards came to pafs, 
had no more real influence on what did after- 
wards happen, did more neceffirare the event, 
and inthe prefenc cafe, force Herod to Kill 
thefe Innocents (if it had, he had been as In- 
nocent as they) than an Afironomers certain 
Predittion of an Eclipfe caufes that Eclipje to 
happen, of, toute abipher Inftance, than Gods 
Prefcience influences and neceflitates mans aé#i- 


ons, Which we have already prov’d, ic by no » 


means can be faid todo, Then have wecon- 
fidered thole Texts‘ he has produc’d to prove 
his affertion, which coming all far thore of 
doing it, we thall svert his comelufion from 
them, and affirm: ‘That neither /imnor 

niflament iS oi pea or compell'd much lef 
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were either foin Adam's fall, and therefore 
it was not to him smpoffible t© avoid both 
Death and Sin. Though fhou’d all of em be 
granted to {peak the fence che Qyert# woud 
have em , ‘twourd be little or a to the 
-cale of Adam, fince they confider the World 
as ‘tis nom, with Six entered into it— But then 
there was no fuch thivg, which makes a vaft 
difference between ‘em 

He fays, after this , “ That there's no ob- 
“ teMion againtt this Doctrine, but from that 
one Text, “ God doth not 7empt any Man— 
Bue we have proved there are many 
more, the leaft of which will make him 
Sweat to Anfwer—But this here he pretencs 
coclear, by faying, “ That ’tis not God does 
“ie. tis Luft or the evil does it by God's 
“ Order ;and that chus theDevil compels us to fin 
€¢ by order. The Lord /aid unto Shimei, Curle 
David— “ A Lying Spirit was fent from the 
“ Lord to deceive hab, &c. And this way 
“ the difficulty, he fancies,is perfectly unty’d, 
“and wonders we woud nor take notice 
© ont in our Anfwer— Well now tell him, 
why we did not then more exprefly Anfwer 
it—-—- E’ne becaufe we thoughr it fo frivo- 
lous and ridiculous, that tt deferved not a- 
ny. As we {hall prove by the particular Exa- 
mination of what he produces. For Lufs 
being ordered by God to tempt and compel Man 
to fin, We Ask him, What be makes of 
Laft 2? Whether he thinks it a Devé/, or any 
Rational Being, that ‘tis capable of being 
properly ordered by God, or following his 
orders? Does he think that God has given us 
over fo far into the power of the Devil, that 
he too can compel us to evil ? But to the main 
of the Argument—- By this way he unavoi- 
dably runs into Blafphemy, and makes God 
the Principa!, and the Devi but the Acceffary 
in all wifehie/s,and 47am much /e/s than either. 
He knows not that common Axiom— “ The 
** Caufe of the Ceufe is the Caufe of what's 
“ caus'd or produc’d by it. Ele confiders not, 
that if one AZan bids another force a Third to 
kill a Fourth 3 the Firft is as guilty, nay, in 
a Senfe, more guilty than either of the orher, 
he being the Firft Orisinal of all the mifchief. 
Nay, as Bellarmin Argues , Does not this or- 
dering the Devil to take us , and force us to 
fin, make God guilty, and Maa wholly sano- 
cent ? The blackelt blajphemy that can be ima- 
gin'd; and yet the direct unavoidable confe- 
quence of this Opinion. For the J/uftances 
urgd, they can’t be taken in the fence he 
pretends, for the Rea/ons we have given; they 
mutt therefore, in fome of thofe we above af- 
fign'd , none of which contain any abfurdi- 
ry in them.Shimei was permitted,the Devil was 
permitted , to do what they did; nay, Ahab 
was delivered into Satan’s hands, to be deceiv’d 
by him for his desiruction—— But no neceffity ot 

 Sinning Ww all this, nor any thing to Adam's 
nece|fity- 

However, there is one thing he urges a- 
gainit us, that we muft confels looks {ome- 
what plaufible, and deferves coxfider ation and 
An|wer. We faid in our Paper, that Necet- 
fity , the higheft abfolute Neceffity takes a- 


way all Law, all Sim; and therefore can't 


juftly be punifbed fo much as temporally, much 
Jefs ererwally— which is not a bare fertion , 
but fair Reafon, which he does not pretend 


‘to Anfwer ; but,as his way is, clogs it with a 


new Objection— * Original Sin. {ays he , is 
“* neceffitated, yet ‘tis punifhed— We Anfwer, 
Firft-- Suppofing our Affertion ought to have 
been a little Guarded,and Original Sin were re- 
ally to be excepted;yer chis deffroys not all our 
other Arguments, which ftand upon different 
Foundations. Yet we chink there’s no need 
of this laft refuge , for Secondly,— There’s 
a great difference between Original and Actu- 
al Sin; the firft being a Siz by Imputarion, or 
Traduction only,the other properly our own .The 
Queftion, was chiefly here of Adam’s Sin, not 
his Pofferitys— nor is it fair co argue thus 
from one fort of fiz to another, which has lit- 
tle common to it but the Name, the be({t Dé- 
vines fixing it only in a kind of Refulrance,that 
is, in a few words. The Sou! being united to 
the Body, by the Act of the Man Generating , 
muft immediately act in that Body—' Ft finds 
the Body inclin’d, or {way'd to Evil, ‘as pro- 
ceeding from our finful Progenitors,it mutt act 
in this Body— it can’t do good, for ic wants 
Original Righteou/nefs, ic mutt therefore do E- 
vil, till fome better Principle is Imprinted 
upon it- Bue our Third and main Anfwer 
is—This wece/sity of Original-Sin comes from 
our firft Parents, not from God, who did not 
nece/sitate them at firft to fim, nor does he us ; 
only gives not that Grace which we have for- 
feited, and which he is not bound to give in 
any other ways than he has appointed— And 
fo much for his /a/tance ot Original Sin. 

He proceeds to feveral new Arguments, 
to prove, Adam's Fall was not his own Crime ; 
buc that there lay a mecejfity upon him to 
fali—which, by the way, it feems, notwith- 
ftanding all his Kxowledge, he himfelf was ig- 
norant of ; otherwife, Why did he not plead 
it with his A%aker? but, inftead on’t, come 
off with that Lame Excufe, “The Woman 
“which thou gaveft me, @c. The Firf of 
his Reafons for it, is; “‘ Thae if it had not 
“ been his own Crime, and determin’d by God, 
“it doesnot ftand to Reafon, that God dying 
“in the Flefh for Sin , cou’d have rendred 
 Fuftice Satisfabtion Obferve the Argu- 
ment well, and fee what ’tis lefs than both 
Bla/phemy and Nonfences Since the Strefs on’t 
mu(t lie here , or no-where ; “ God nece(fita- 
‘© red Sin, therefore God mutt die for Six. 

And if this does not make God the Author 
of Siz, nothing does. Befides, if neceffity ex- 
cules erernal punifhments , What did Chri/t die 
for? What Juftice did he fatisfie 2 What Br- 
nefits did he obsain ? Not the preferving us 
from Erernal Death , for the Querift {ays 
there’s no fiich thing , Necefity takes it ‘- 
way. Not faving us from Texporal Death , 
for that we all /jfer. Not from other Tem- 
poral Punifhments , for he owns the Good have 
"em rather more than others. Is he a Saviour 
to fave us from xorbing ? It can’t be from our 
fins , becaufe they are zeceffitated ; nor from 
thegDevil , becaufe God has deliver’d us up 
unto him, that he may compel usto fin: nor 
to bring us to Heaven, fince, eta: * to 

im, 


him,all muft go thither, fudas and all; nay, 
there’s no other place tor “emtogo to, and 
therefore they can’t ifs it-And how, I’d fain 
know , does this manifeft God's ¥i/dom in the 
Death of his Sov, when, at this rate, ic #a- 
voidably follows , that he dyd for worhing at 
all ? 

His Second Argument is— “ "Tis the 
“ fame thing to be ordained to commit fin. and 
“to be made /ubjef ta ic for Adam's offence. 
But we have already thewn,it is not the fame 
thing , fince one is only a permifion, the o- 
ther an affual Canfation , which ate vaftly 
different things. 

He comes again to another Set of Argu- 
ments. The Firft , “ lf fome, as fudas, are 
“made Veffels of wrath, fit for a more heavy 
“* punifhment in this Life, tor fulfilling the Scrip- 
“ tures, yet it he received more than Tex 
“ rhoufand fold fatisfattion for his unavoidable 
** fin of betraying Chrifts and unavoidable pu- 
“ nifhment of deftroying him/felf for the fulfitting 
“the Sexiptures, wherein is God wjaft ? fince 
“the Sufferings of this World are not to be 
“‘ compared to the Foys above whence 
we find, his wonderful Charity has already 
helpt Gudas to Heaven; and we expect his 
next atrempr will be to give the Devils 
themfelves a Lift thither again; which they 
mutt alfo have a Title to, if they finn d only 
by compulfion. But to Anfwer his Queftions— 
God wou'd be unjujt to make that a Sin, 
which was unavoidable ; and to make Fudas 
deftroy himfelf for what was fo— and if e- 
ven a de/pairing Wretch, who put an end to his 
own odious Life, when ftung with horror 
for Betraying his After, and the Lord of Glo: 
ry— if even he might have hope of Heaven, 
when he dy’d in the very Act of Sin, without 
the Jeaft fign of Repentance , then thofe allio 
may have fo, who vent fuch Blafphemies as 
thefe, {hould they be in the fame Circum/tan- 
ces 


He adds — fuch Ordinations fet forth God’s 
hatred to Sins, in the panifhment of em: But 
what perfect Nonfence is this ? How can he 
hate what he caufes? whoever hate what 
they themfelves produce—— if by another , 
it’s the fame; for, Qui facit per alium facit per 
fe , is a Maxim that holds in all the Cowrts in 
the World, 

Secondly, ——He Argues, “If the wi/dom 
“of the World be confounded by this A4frery 
“of Iniquity ( they are his own words ) it 
“mult needs fet forth the wifdom of God a- 
“ bove the wifdom of Man, who, without Re- 
“ velation, can’t find out this “y/fery, chough 
“ declared inthe Holy Scriptures— But this 
is fo far from an Airguricnt , that ’tis {carce 
fo much as a Prejudice — and fuch as it 
might indifferently ferve cto prove Tran{ub 
ftantiation , or any other Abfsrdity or Blaf- 
phemy-— Iniquiry enough , we muft confefs , 
there isin ic, bur nothing of 4%/ery— and 
for that Revelation thereof, which he feems 

to affume to himfelf, *twoud be worth the 
while co know, in what manner ‘twas 
made— ‘twas certainly by a Dream, not 
either by a Spirit, or an Angel, unlefs by 
fome of the Black ones, whole Kingdom it 
tends fo much to advance. 
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Thirdly, —Mercy, he fays 


confers the high 


eft honour on any Being; but nothing more 


conduces to magnifie the Azvercy and Love of 


God, than his miking us Siamers, and in- 
flicting Temporal Pur i{hments on us, that we 
may be as Gods, kwowing good and evil— A- 
gain, it conduces to God’s honour, that he’s 
able to make an Frerxal Fire, to punifh Sin- 
mers, and yerwillnot. [n “nfwer, ——Mer- 
cyalone, without Justice or “i/dom, is only 
fondmefs and fe ally, and does not honour, but di/- 
honour any Being. And fuch wou'd it be, to 
let the wicked live profperoufly here, as they 
commonly, nay molt freguently do, and yet have 
no punifhment hereafter. Betides, we mutt a- 
gain Ask-—~- Where's the Mercy, to caufe 
the fin, and then punifh itc—— Nay, where’s 
any good or evil for us to know? It’s well 
he'll grant God is able to punifh Men eternally 
in Ffeli; it feems he doés not hold ’em an 
nibilated fromn that Text, as {ome of his Bro- 
ther Hereticks—- However, we have this 
granted againft we have occation-- That Hed- 
fire is not always a Afetapborical Exprelfion in 
Scripture, unlefs he'll fay, Tis tor God's 
honour that he’s able to make a Meraphor. 

His Fourth Argument is only the Text— 
Lord, why haft thou made us to err from thy 
ways and hardned our heart from thy Fear ?-— 
Which, with the Inftances of Pharaoh, the 
Innocents, &ec. has been already largely An- 
fwered. 

His Fifth Argument he grounds, on clear- 
ing an Objection, that this Doctrine tends to 
Licentioufuefs : No, {ays he, for there are re- 
wards and punifhments for Si in this Life— 
but it’s granted thofe are uneguahy distribu. 
ted— Then there is more abugdant Glory in 
the other to make even —— but we fay, there 
can be no Glory for wicked A#en, who con’d 
not be happy in Heaven. He adds— To do 
ood for fear of Hell, is a favifh temper; not 
like the Apoftles, whom God's “7erey led to Re- 
pentance-- We An/iver, this reaches as well rhe 
Punifbrvents of this Life, thole Terrors of God 
he before mentions. Again we may ferve him 
for both reafons; and had not Chrif feen 
both xeceffary, he wou'd not have urg’d ’em, 
as he plainly does. He fays, our’ Monthly 
Seffions thew, that "tis Grace alone, not Fear, 
that muft do the Work — but where's our Ju- 
ftice, to pynifh a poor Innocent Murderer or 
Ravifher, for what he can’t help: and if Fear 
and Love together won’t make ’em honeft ; 
How (thould Love alone ever do it? 

He goes on, and affirms, “f Thar this Do- 
*} Strine of Univerfal Salvation advances our 
“ Love to God more than that of Hed fire and 
“ Free-will—But we mutt not advance God's 
“ Love by Lies and Fables—Even the true 
“ Dottrine of Eternal. Tormemts , which our 
“ Saviour himfelf has fo frequently, {o plainly, 
“ond {o pofitively Taught US, will make a 
“good Man highly love God, whom he dai- 
“ ly Prays to deliver bim from Evil. Ando 
certain!y will that of Free-wil, taken in a /o- 
ber fence ; whereas on the contrary, none buc 
a Brute, or a Stone, ( fuppofing "em capable 
of doing it ) wou'd thank God for making 
em fo. And the greateft Charity ~~ 

ve 
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have for perfons, who :rigidly embrace that 
Opinion,is-That they are in the heighth of Me- 
lancholy, and as truly fancy themfelves turn’d 
into Stocks and Stones, as others have into Ve- 
nice-glaffes, OY a Bottle of Hay. 

He adds— That our next Daty to Love to 
‘God is Charity to our Neighbours which none 
denies; though all that have either Love for 
one; or Charity for the other, muft act what 
follows in the fence that he takes it , “ That 
“if J conclude Man’s ways to be not of him- 
“ felf, whereby I deny Free-will, I can then 
“ more eafily forgive, nay, love my worft 
“ Enemies—Vut he might as well talk of a 
couple of Clocks loving and forgiving one ano- 
ther. They are all wound up, and mutt vece/- 
farily ftrike on without any choice of their 
own ; they can neither hare nor love, accor- 
ding to his Notion, but are determin’d and ne- 
ceffitated to do either. “Does not the Do- 
* Grine of Free-wik, he goes on, fet Men 
“ together by the Ears, nay Perfecution it felf 
“ hath a fhare in’t, by perfuading us, that 
“ Mens ways are in themfelves, which makes it 
“the more dificule to pardon ’em? Why 
there’s no help for’t—fo the World will 
ftill believe, and many a poor Pick-pocket 
muft fuffer for’t, whole-Hand Fate fhuffled 
into his Neighbour’s Purfe, and Neck into 
the Noofe before he was aware on't; nay, fo 
neceffarily, {0 irrefiftibly, that "tis the highefe 
folly in the World for him to feek to avoid it. 
However , woud the Querif himfelf bat 
live up to this noble Principle, he would un- 
doubtedly have all the Shoplifts in Town his 
Cuftomers, when at home 5 and all the Gentle- 
men on the Road his Attendants abroad ; for 
he cou’d not in Confcience Profecure them for't, 
and have ‘em hang'd for Robbing him ; which 
they cou'’d no more avoid, than he his being 
Robb'd. But it feems he’s yet to learn, that 
there’s Charity even in fuftice; and that the 
Divine Being himfelf , as one of the Fathers 
fays , is as merciful in bwilding a Hell, as in 
framing a Heaven, 

“ Thefe two Duties , he adds (of Love to 
“God, and Charity to our Neighbour) are the 
“ Foundation of all good Moral Aés. But he 
forgets there can be none morally good, if there 
are none morally evil; and we are {ure none can 
be fo, if they are not voluntary, 

His Poft{cript makes an Excufe for the pro- 
lixity of his Letter (but for that we are now 
pretty even with him! and tells us, the Rea- 
fon is, “ The Surprifal he found we were in 
“ at this Doétrine; No, he muft not have fo 
much as that Honour-- we can aflure him: Ic 
causd little or no Surprizal in us, fince ’tis 
now a Common Road to thofe who wou'd in- 
troduce Athei{m. 

But he has not yet done with us ; for ic feems 
he has {till more ew Revelations to blefs the 
World with-- His Fifth is-- “ Which are the 
* belt figns of a perfect Faith in Chrif ? He 
replies, “ The doubr of a thing is not perfect 
“Faith, may may be faid to be no Faith 
at all— and agen, ‘a doubt of a thing is no 
* Faith at all—and moft Men , for fear of 
Pape <p » are more apt to conclude, Chrift 

id fuffer, chan che contrary ; yet few can 
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“fay , they, pofitively believe it, or, without any 
doubt affent unto it. 

That of fuch a doubring Faith the Apofie 

; 

{peaks , when he fays, “He that doubeth js 
“ damned tf be eat. And this perfeét Faich 
“is accompanied with an abfolute“and per- 
“feét Satisfattion of Salvation. That this 
“ perfect Faith is of two forts , Particulary 
“accompany’d with the knowledge of the 
“ Mysteries of Divinity, which the Apostles 
~ only had, and a Common Faith, than which, 
“ fome that were Bifhops had no other— as 
“ Titus 1.4. Thata perfect Satisfaction of Sat- 
“© vation is the onely fign of true Faith in 
“ Chriff, asa true fign of chat Sattsf action, to 
“ defpife this World, and give al! to the 
“ poor , like the firft Chriftians , defiring to 
“be diffolved ; and not gaecstioning, in the 
“ leaft , the full Fruirion of Heaven. 

All which amounts to little more than the 
old Error , “ That afferance is of the Effence 
“of true Faith— only he helps it all along 
*€ with ph et calling it perfect Faith, which 
“he confounds with what is /aving— though 
at laft he owns, he means iio more by it,than 
aTrue Faith, “ The doubt of a thing, he 
“ fays, is not perfect Faith; which we grant : 
and more, that Dowbr is not Faith at all, any 
more, than White is Black, or Drofs is Gold ;— 
But yet white and black. may be mingled; and 
there is fome dro/s or alloy in the pureft Gold. 
We further grant , chat /u/penfe or doubt can- 
not be confiflene with a perfect Faith; but it 
may, in fome meafure , with a true Faith. 
We fay, Faith may confift with fome degree 
Ofdonbring,at leaft with a lofs a5 Wags 
is the fame thing. The Apoffles, there’s none 
doubt , had true Faith ; nay, Chrift himfelf 
acknowledges they had a Uittle Faith, which 
they Pray to him to Jncreafe. And -he has 
accordingly promifed that he’l] not break the 
bruifed Reed, nor quench. the /moaking Flax. 
St. Peter had true Faith,as none deny, and yet 
‘twas accompanied with doubt and fear —when 
he faw the Sea boisterous, he was afraid, and 
began to fink, Again, he confounds Aj- 
forical with Saving faith, which he fixes “ In 
“a pofitive ot, that Chrift did faffer— but 
if that were all, the 7ews had it, nay the 
Devils themfelves , who believe and tremble. 
He fays , that of this doubting faith, or faith 
accompanied with fome doubts, the Apostle 
{peaks in the 14th of the Romans , “ He that 
‘© doubteth is damned if he eat, becaufe he eat- 
“eth not with faith— This relates not to 
faving faith, or faith in Chrift, as the Saviour 
of the World ; buc is only a firm perfwajion of 
the lawfulnefs of Indifferent things—as is plain 
from the Context. The whole /cope of the 
Chapter is about eating meat or herbs ; obfer- 
ving days Or NOt ; meats clean Or unclean 5; COn- 
cerning which, fome Chriftians believed one 
thing , fome another , and practis’d accor- 
dingly ; ““ One believes he may ear all things; 
“ another being weak, eateth herbs. 

On this the Apoft/e endeavors to prevent 
Cenfure ; “ Let's not therefore judge one a- 
“ nother— Scandal~~ Deffroy not thou thy 
“Brother with thy meae— Doing nothi 
without being /arisfi'd of its Lamfulne/s ; “ He 
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“€ chat doubteth 1 damned, Or comdemned ; #vTa 
“< ntlixellos— if he eat be 
faith— But what's all this to faith in Chi, 
as.the Saviour of the World ?—. Nay, Whar 
need of any faith at all, if, according to him, 
we may be fav’d without it— though. the 
Scripture tells us, we can’t pleafe God with- 
out it. Again, Why fhoud our Saviour 
upbraid the ews with their, Unbelief , if 
faith isnot in our own power, by God's ble/- 
fing and affiftance 2—_ Which it cannot be, 
if we are wecefsitated in all our actions. For 
his particular and common fauh, though there 
may perhaps be. a mistake, we fee no poifon, 
and fo fhall lec ic.alone. That a perfecr /a- 
tisfaction of Salvation is not the only fgn of a 
true faith, will from hence appear— any 
more than /elling..all,we have, isa Sign of 
that Sarisfacsion 5 for though this was conve- 
nient for the Firft Perfecuted Christians, yet 
it lafted not long even among them , per- 
baps was no. where in ule but.at Fern/alem :

turn all Order as. Avell as Propriety, and con- 
found che World. 

His Sixth Queftion is—— We Read ith’ 
Romans “They which are the chil- 
“dren of the Flefh, thefe are not the children 
“ot God, but the children of the promife are 
accounted for the Seed. On this he Querys, 
© What is the Promife ? In Anfwer , he tells 
us himfelf, that St. Paw only tells us here in 
a myftery what this promife is * Sara {hall 
‘have a Son, which Son is J/aac, who Typifies 
Christ ; Facob the Soul, and Efaw the body of 
Man—— For proof of which he tells us— 
©°Tis u/ual with the Scriptures tocall the Fi- 
“ sures of things by the wame of. the Substance. 
© And that the Promife was—— In thy Seed 
‘(that is,in Chri/t) fhall all che Nations of the 
* Earth be bleffed. This promife the Jews were 
‘janorant of ; and St. Paul advifes’em.to take 
‘care, left a Promife being left of emtring in- 
‘cto this Reft, they thould /eem to come fhort 
‘of it. This Promife being fo neceflary for 
; our centring into Reft, or Satisfaction of our 
* Salvation; Let’s fee, fays he, St. Paul’s In- 
“ rerpreration Of it; inGal.3. 8. * The Scrip- 
“ture fore-feeing that God wou'd jutftifie the 
© Heathen thro’ Faith, Preachd before the 
‘Gofpel to Abrabam, faying,.In Thee thall 
‘ al] ations be bleft—where it’s plain, that in 
“Chrift they were to be é/e/t--whence he pro- 
ceeds to enlighten the 4y/reries of this Pro- 
mife, and adds, * Twas.confirmed.to Abraham 
‘before the Law; therefore. fince on this 
‘ Promife depended our Salvation, tho’ the 
‘Law of Mofes enter'd 430 years after » and 
‘great Punifhments were inflicted on thofe 
‘who broke it, yet none cou’d be beirs to chis 
‘ promfe, unlels they broke this Law. . So that 
“the daw entred to make Man-fit ‘to receive 
‘ this promi/e; by bringing Man under jm, and 
‘condemning him to Death for it ; that he 
‘might be bleft in this promsfe, ju/tified in 
‘Chrift’s blood, and fo. glorified— For thofe 
“that can keep the Law have nooccafion of 


caufe he eats not of - 


* Chrift’s, blood, there’s no. punifhment in the 


* fiefh for ’em, they fhall dive here for ever. 
, So that the children of the flesh being cut off 

by the Lam, by death for jin, are not the chii- 
* dren of God, but the children of the promife., 
being glorified pexfons, Or ordained {0 to be. 

The Law of A¢ofes is the Law of fm and 
death s the Go/pel the aw of the Spirit; fo 
* that if we had ne’r fin'd , we had ne’r been 
* glorified. Whenceé Sc. Paul fays, Rom. 6. 9.-- 
-—God be thanked that ye were the /fervants 
of Sin ; not that be loz ed fin, but becaufe chere- 
by were we glorified, Whence he pretends 
to interpret feveral places.of Scriprure. He 
goes on, and fays, "Lis ufual. in Scripture to 
‘have the children of che felh, and the chil- 
“dren of the promife mention’d as difting, 
‘ chough really the /ame pex/ons. 

And this is the fubftance of his Affertion 
in his Sixth Qwe/tion. In dnfwer,--- That, /- 
faac was the 7)pe of the Adefsiah none deny ; 
or that Ye/ws was he, except the Fems. ¢ Buc 
that Jacob Typifies the Sox/, and E/an the 
Body , he only affirms, without giving any 
Reafon fort. That the Jews were ignorant 
of the Promife he there mentions, has not 
the leaft face of probability with it, fince 4- 
Ses and the Prophets were Read in their Sya- 
gogues every Sabbath-day ; and they took xo- 
tice enough of thole promies, which feem’d 
to forete)l any Advantage Or Grandeur to their 
Nation, efpecially what related to Abraham, 
of whom they fo much boafted that he was 
their Father. We fay, ‘tismot cto be /uppo- 
fed they cou’d be ignorant of the promife,chough 
they might of the fulfilling icwhich are things 
valtly different. This promife, he lays, was xe- 
ceffary for their entring into refe, or being /a- 
tisfy'd of their Salvation. . Bat. neither was 
che promi/e abtolucely xeceffary, for the thing 
might , and woud have been, though this pro- 
mife had ne’r been made to Abraham; that is, 
Chrife wou'd have come in the fefh, having 
been promisd to Adam and Eve almoft 2000 
years before lie was to Abraham. Nor is en- 
tring into reft, and farisfaction Of Salvation 
the fame thing, the frfe being /ong after the 
latter, nay, may be without i gethis reft figni- 
fying either the Sabbati/m in this World , 
(whereof we have difcours'd formerly , and 
fhortly may ‘again ) or elfe the Esernal Sab- 
bath. But again— How is this promife. ne- 
ceflary for our extring into reft , when we 
cou'd not but have evtredin, whether there 
had been any {uch prormi/e or no2-- nay whether 
we have Faith, Affurance, or any thing elfe ; 
though we have been Atheilts, Infidels , or 
guilty of che vile!t Jmmoraliries » nay, though 
we have ferved the Devil.all our Lives,accor- 
ding to our 2weri[t’s Aypothefis. He goes on-- 
None cou'd be heirs of this -promife, unle 
they broke the Law of Mofes--. This we deny, 
for Infants are beirs on’t, and yet to be fure 
they ne’r fin’d again{t Mofes his Law, as he-ac- 
knowledges in his former Objeétion from 
Ot did the ea bri Re

®have no occafion of Chrifts Blood ; fuppofing 
any cou’d keep te his Law perfeétly, they'd 

have need of Chrifts Blood for Original-S it, 

there’s no other way of being cleans’d 
from it. Headds, there wou'd be no Pumifh- 
ment for’emin the Flefs, but they'd Jive here 
for ever. 1. There might be Punifhment for 
‘em in the Flefh, or temporal Punifhment, tho’ 
*were poffible they fhould live here for ever. 
Again, they muft die for Original Sin, as we 
fee Infants do, tho’ they had not finn’d againtt 
Mofes his Law, as before, and therefore it's 
not true, that they fhou’d /ive_ here for ever. 
He again afferts, ‘if we ne’re had Sinn’d, we 
coud ne’re have been’ Glorify’d, which we 
© have before confuted; as for St. Pauls faying, 
© God be thanked, ye were the Servants of Sin, 
‘he no more fays fo, than David ‘ That there 
© &%o God, "tis indeed only a es of a Sen- 
tences he cutting off what follows, and for 
which the Apoftle Praifes God. ‘ But ye 
‘have obey’d from the Heart, and ye are 
© the Servants of Righteoufne/s, as if he had 
“aid; tho’ you have been one, thanks be to 
© God ye are now theorher. He fays, the 
Children of th and Promife, tho’ mention’d 
as diftinét in Scripture, are yet really the 
fame Perfons, but he only fays it without pro- 
ving it, nor is't worth the while to confute fo 
abfurd an Opinion. He fhou’d now come to 
his feventh Paper, where he: ftrikes at the 
Roor, and abfolutely demes the Eternity of 
Punifhments, and his Arguments for it, we 
fhall confider in our next Mercury. 

We (hall here go on with feveral Quefti- 
ons fent us by the Gentleman mention’d in 
our laft Mercury. 

Queft. 22. Whether Juftification and For- 
givene(s of Sin be all one ? 

Anf. We mutt ownit’s our Judgment, that 
the Schoolmen of old, and others after ’em, 
have made too much xoife about thefe Words 
Fuftification, Faith, &c. And we muft alfoac- 

wledge, the difpute feems to us very often 
more about Words than Things, efpecially 2- 
mong Proteftauts. We alfo think the plainer 
Religion is the better, and that huge Tomes of 
little elfe, but Hard-words, and Afood and Fi- 
ure, on thefe Subjects, do oftentimes only 
rve to puzzle, and confound the unlearned, 
and amufe the Learned, keeping ‘em from 
more ufeful Studies, whereas if we are not ex. 
treamly miltaken, a few Words might render 
all fufficiently clear to any well-meaning or- 
dinary capacity, and what our Judgment is on 
that Head, we have partly expreis’t in a late 
Antfwer concerning the Jmputative Righteouf- 
nefs of Chrift. But not wholly to omit it 
here, we thal] enquire into the true Notion of 
Fustification, from whence "twill be eafie to 
guefs whether it be the fame with forgivene/s 
of Sins. And this weare fureto as far as 
the Churches Judgment can give it, inher Ar- 
ticles Homilies. ‘ From the eleventh Arti- 
ele, intitled * of the Fustification of Man, we 
may learn, that thereby was intended, ‘ Our 
“being accounted Righteous before God only 
*for the Merit of our Lord and Saviour Tefus 
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* Chrift, by Faich, and not for our own work, 
© or defervings ; referring us for a larger Ex- 
 asaary to the Homily on that Subjef?. We 
uppofe thac of the Salbation of Pankinv, 
the third in Order in the Book, is thereb 
ahr ht intended ; where the prefent cafe 
is fufficiently clear'd. See p. 12. (the firft 
of that Sermon. ) ‘ They which in 4 or 
* Deed do Sin after Baptifm, when they turn 
“again to God unfeignedly, they are like- 
“wife wafhed by this Sacrifice from their Sins, 
“(the Sacrifice of our Saviour before menti- 
*on’d) in fuch fort, that there remaineth zor 
“any Spot of Sin, that thail be imputed to their 
© Damnation. This (N.B.) This is that Fa- 
© tification, or Righteoufnefs which St. Paw 
*fpeaketh of, @c. Whence it’s plain thar 
Forgivene/s of Sins, is at leaft included in Fn- 
tification, nay is the main parr, if not the 
whole thereof; and indeed may without vio- 
lence be reckon’d a convertible Term with it, 
fince other excellent advantages we attain 
thereby, feem rather Fraits or Effeés chere- 
of, than included in its very Effexce. But our 
Sin’s being Pardon’d, our being e/teem’drighre- 
ous by God, our Fuftification thro’ our Savi- 
ours merits, we think, are but the fame thing 
in different Expreffions. 

Queft. 23. Wherber Arminianifm or Anti- 
nomianifm may be the more dangerous and per- 
mitious ? 

Anf. If the Arminians do really hold, chat 
we may be faved by our own natural Power or 
Will, without Gods Grace, thro’ Chrift, pre- 
venting us and working with us, we think they 
are as far from Truth as from the good old 
Dottrine of the Church of England, which 
exprefles its Judgment, Artic. 10. exaély 
contrary to any fuch Opinion : But the fobe- 
reft of ’em, nay all that we e’re met with, 
abfolutely deny any fuch thing, and proteft 
they depend upon Gods Grace in all their 
good attions, tho’ man’s Will muft be taken in, 
as a fubordinate agent, and we are.to work out 
our own Salvation, without which we fhall 
never obtain it. However, if any of ’emun- 
der this fair Covert do really hide any poi/o- 
nous Pelagian Doftrines, confounding Nature 
and Grace, their Opinions ought to be dete- 
fted, as taking off A4an from his'dependance on 
the Almighty,and rendering him equally vain 
and miferable. But this mutt be firft clearly 
prov’'d upon ‘em before ‘tis imputed or éc- 
liev'ds nor do we think it fair to frretch confe- 
quences, as if upon the Rack, to make ’em 
confefs what was never intended : Nay, nor 
fo much as to take advantage of every warm 
expreffion, that flips from @ 4am in beat of 
Difputation, but appeal to his fober feif, <4 
cially if for the main we have reafon to be- 
lieve him truly Religious. For the -Antino- 
mans, WS notorious that they hold good-morks 
not neceffary to Salvation; only a Compliment 
we pay to Heaven out of Civility and Genero- 
fity; which the World is not now much in- 


clin'd to. Now to give a fair Judgment be- 


tween thefe two Antagonifts, we muft com- 
pare their Confequences together, and take’em 
both at the worft, without enquiring any fur- 
ther, whether juftly or anjuftly charg’d, on- 


ly 
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ly what the heighth of their reputed Gpini- 
ons wou'd probably produce, if rela’d “ine 
Praitice. The former, as is faid, wou'd take 
Men off from depending on the Divine Ajfi- 
france, and fet ’em like the old Heathens, on 
aGtions morally good by their own Strength 
and Power, and thus far they might attain, 
tho’ hardly to any Chriffien Perfection. The 
latter leaving Men at Liberty to do good or 
evil, wou'd foon make ’em ufe that Liberty 
for a Cloak of Cicentioufnefs, as we find by 
the event it notorioufly did when formerly 
more commonly believ’d. It vacates the 
main end of Chriftianity, which was to make 
men better, not leave ‘em to be wor/e than 
before; nay, to be worle than Heathens, It 
not only borders on blafphemy, but we can't 
fee how it can get clear of being really {0: In 
that ixtolerable notion, that Chrift is «ually 
and really, not imputatively, guilty of the 
Sins of all Believers: as they'll calk them- 
felves, tho’ a Turk may at this rate be rec- 
kon’d in that number ; at leaft the greatelt 
Debauchees in Nature, who too commonly, 
if they think fit to be call’d Chriffians run in- 
to that way, and hope Chrift will fave ’em, 
let’em be as Wicked as they"pleafe. On the 
whole, we think Antinomiani/m, if believ’d 
and praétis’d, woud by direct confequence, de- 
ftroy both Chriftianity and Morality. Armi- 
nianifm might Sap the Foundations of Chrifti- 
anity, at leaft extreamly endanger ‘em, but 
wou'd {till leave us indifferent good Heathens, 
for not only Alerality but Natural Religion 
wou'd be ftill deft us; For which reafons we 
think it of Bad, not the Bef, for there's no 
degree of goodne/s in either, but the lefs barm- 
ful and dangerous: Tho’ we heartily pray God 
to preferve the Church from “em both, fince 
both wou'd prove extreamly pernitions unto

{wer'd, for which we muft defire che Querift 
to confule the Indexes of our former Vo- 
lumes.

Anf. Let’s compare ’em. The Confubfan- 
tialifts hold that Jn, With, and Under the 
Subftance of the Bread and Wine, is contain’d 
the very Subftance of the Body and Blood of 
Chrift, whence they take their Name. The 
Papifts, that the very Subftance of the Ele- 
ments is tranflated or chang’d, into the Sub- 
ftanee of the Body and Blood of Chrift, and no- 
thing but the Accidents of the Bread and Wine 
reniain, astheir Colour, Taft, &c. which Ac- 
cidents they hold feparable from their Sub- 
jects, at leaft by the Divine Power, which 
they call’d in for their aid: And we mutt 
here ingenuoufly acknowledge the Papi? in 
our Judgment makes the Cleverer work, for 
he takes a away that can be taken, all chat 
can’t be feen with our Eyes, and judge by our 
Sences, and for them he takes care to exce 
again{t ‘em as Jncomperent Fudges: But if the 
Lutherans hold the Subftance of Chris natp- 


ral Body and Blood, in a grofs carnal manness 
a5 the Papifts in their Sacrament to be prefent 
together with the Swbfauce of the Bread, 
they have moft of their abfurdicies to anfwer 
for, and fome of their owa, which feem to o- 
verweigh what they get clear of by owning the 
Subjtance of Bread, &c. which the others de- 
A But che more moderate of ‘em will ex- 
plain this Prefence of Chrifts Body, into lircle 
more, if not quite the fame, with our real 
prefence. That his mp is Spiritually and Sa- 
cramentally there, and chat he’s only eat and 
crunk by the worthy Receivers, who by 
Faith do verily and indeed take and receive him 
tho’ thofe who come snworthily only, eat 
drink their own Sudgment or Damnation, 
And this Sence being not only tolerable, but 
the very fame with our Cherches, (nay, even 
with the Afemblies,) has no manner of abfuw- 
dity in it, (tho’ it muft Rill be acknowledged 
fomething Ayferiows, ) but is the xndoubred 
Opinion of the firft Fathers of the Univerfal 
Church, and Reformers of that of England.

ever can fo do without changing his own Ho- 
ly Nature, than which he may as foon ceafe 
tobe. 3. Nor is ic any where forbidden to 
all of all, but only co receive it of the Poor 
and we own that 'tis unlawful to receive any 
Ufe of the Poor ; fo that for the Rich to pay 
the Poor fome Ufe, ( whether by Contract 
or in Gratitude it matters not ) this is nei- 
ther unlawful ip its fel, nor any where for- 
bidden in Scripture 5 which is all we were to 
prove in that Mercury. And though we fay 
the Word tranflated Ufury, and any Increafe 
Nefbek and Tarbirh, firictly taken, fignifieth 
Biting, Extortion, and therefore what is 
tranflated any Increafe, Ezek. 18. 8, 13. is 
tranflated Unjuft Gain, Prov. 28.8. Yet we 
do not fay, that J/rael was allowed to take 
Extortion of Strangers, but were forbid to 
Opprefs or Injure them, as we thewed from 
Kimchi on Pfal. 15. nor need we infift on the 
ftricteft fence of the Word Ulfury, it being 
(-whegher it be.much or little) forbidden to 
received of the Poor only, and therefore 
the contradictions charged on the Mercury 
are undeferved, and we fhal! quickly inlarge 
upon this Subject ; but we hope with fach 
Candor aud Mildnefs, as our Oppofers than’e 
have any reafon ‘to believe, we have the 
Jeaft Quarrel with their Perfons, but their 
Errors only.
